It would delight tho gamius of 
York to have such a bounty oC'ered 
in this State, for the. Kport of killing 
the birds wonld induce them to un- 
dortake a war of destruction without 
the addition of a bounty. 
The in- 


troduction of tho English sparrow in 
this country was undoubtedly n mis- 
take. 
The increase of tho sparrows 


is so rapid that they have become a 
post, and thoir pugnacity makes 
them an irresistablo enomy of our 
most valuable birds. Tho extinction 
of tho robin, bobolink and other 
highly-prized birds is inevitable, if 
the English sparrows nro to increase 
until thoy spread over the whole 
land. It is argued against them that 
thoy have abandoned the insect diet 
and chosen one of fruit and grain, to 
tho consternation of the farmer. It 
is not probable that the hardy little 
creatnrus would be wholly extermin- 
ated wore a bounty for thoir destruc- 
tion offered in every State, but the 
junltitudo of them would be thinned. 
The question concerning them now 
before (he Massachusetts Legislature 
is not a trivial one.

These tramps and willing beggars 
have been seen gradually converted 
into an army of highwaymen and 
thugs. Every local paper is full of 
the misdeeds of these nihilistic dis 
ciples of Kearney and Cooper. Prop- 
erty is not safe either in city or 
country, and mercenary murders are 
constantly 
increasing. 
Still the 


press and the platform ring with in- 
flammaiory and 
incendiary har- 


angues, and instead of interfering 
with those teachers of iniquity, we 
organize vigilance committees and 
hang their dupes. 


Are the mechanics and other labor- 


ers of this country robbed? Are they 
the vict ims of systematic tyranny ? 


The facts are that in no other 


country of the world is the laborer 
so liberally rewarded. In no other 
country have the men who till the 
soil and toil in factory so much 
politics! and social power; nowhere 
else have they so many of the luxu- 
ries of a luxurious age. 
On much 


of our best agricultural land it is no 
uncommon thing for a crop or two 
to pay for the land, and the Autumn 
sometimes shows that the tenant's 
interest is greater than the landlords. 
Any farmer who wishes may o"wu his 
land. In spite of assertions to the 
contra-V, transportation is rapid and 
comparatively cheap. Tho mechanic 
with no capital but his hands, and 
even t'ic unskilled day laborer, may 
educnt e his family and never suffer 
from hunger, though a large part o) 
his of rnings go to the tobacoonisl 
and the saloonist. It is more difficult 
in mnny parts of tho country to find 
willing hands and trusty laborers 
than i t is to find work. 


I know that we are pointed to 


France, the land of sunshine, of 
wino, of mirth, of experiment, of 
passion, of revolution, and of chaos. 
Wo ore told that there the people 
five happy, taxes light, the security 
great, National debt, all paid, money 
plenty, etc., etc. Tho income of an 
honest American laborer is in truth 
enough to make a Frenchman rich. ! 
Tho truth is. that France, smaller 
than Texas, and with a population 
smallor by millions than our own, 
has the largest .National debt of any 
of tho great powers. It is not paid, 
nor likely to be paid in tho near 
fntnrp. 
A Frenchman's fax would 


make an American rebel. 


No. we are not very badly oppress 


ed. 
."ft is unfortunate that sonio of 


us have been made to feel that we 
are. 
It robs us of much happiness 


that, is rightfully ours. It is still 
more unfortunate that the vicious 
classes feel that they have tho moral 
support of many respectable men 
and of some of the great political 
partita. It is unfortunate that we 
should learn to attribute the misfor- 
tunes that come from our own igno- 
rance or shiftlessness to the oppres- 
sion of the prosperous or t« the lack 
of go/ernmental aid. It is lamenta- 
ble, tl at the respectable must suffer 
because of the careless or malicious 
tench ing of demagogues.

For about two yflars the 
firm has been in financial strait, and 
many of thoir more prominent cred- 
itors have, since Jan. 1, been quietly 
securing themselves. Several attach- 
ments and mortgages were filed in 
Grand Haven last Friday against 
property belonging to the firm. Sev 
eral sa^s of real estate are reported 
The Genesee County and the First 
National Bank at Flint attached cer 
tain property at WEite Hall and 
Montague Saturday, which had the 
effect to bring matters to a crisis.— 
The secured liabilities, held mostly 
in Grand Haven and Chicago, are 
supposed to be something over $800, 
000. 
Something like $250,000 was 


lately realized from the sale of their 
lumber yard interests in Chicago and 
some real estate, and it is supposeo 
much of this went to meet paper 
which had been indorsed by the pur- 
chaser. Very little property is now 
visible, and unsecured creditors will 
probably be left Liabilities of Ferry 
& Bro., and other firms in which they 
are jointly interested, it is believed 
will range from $500,000 to $750,- 
000. 
They will probably reach the 


latter amount, and about $30,000 
will cover all the assets, and these 
have been secured to creditors mostly 
in Chicago, Grand Haven and Grand 
Eapids. Creditors not secured will 
probably not get a cent The failure 
involves particularly Ferry & Bros., 
the Ottawa Iron Company of Ferrys- 
bnrg, S. H. Lasley & Co. of Mon- 
tague, and the Michigan Barge Co. 
of Grand Haven. 


WASHIHGTON, D. C., Feb. 5.—Peo- 


ple interested in Dakota affairs are 
much disappointed in the failure of 
the House to-day to pass the division 
bill under suspension of the roles. It 
is believed that the motion was de- 
feated by the over-anxiety of friends 
to discuss it 
The democrats, under 


the leadership of Sam Randall, were 
willing to allow a vote without dis- 
cussion, but the great eagerness of 
Grout, of Vermont, who had charge 
of the bill, and Burrows, of Michi- 
gan, chairman of the committee on 
territories, and one or two other re- 
publicans, to make speeches, precip- 
itated a bitter political discussion 
which resulted in the failure of the 


motion. 
Before the motion was 


made, at least 25 democrats promised 
;o vote for it 
This would have giv- 


en the requisite two-thirds majority 
to suspend the rules, but a single 
sentence uttered by Randall was suf- 
ficient to solidify the democrats and 
cause them to vote against tho mo- 
tion. He argued against the divis- 
ion on tho ground that there was no 
occasion for it, and charged that the 
only motive the republicans had in 
urging its passage was a political 
ono. It meant the ultimate admis- 
sion of two republican states. "If," 
said he, "the purpose of the other 
side is not political, there is nothing 
at all in the luotion." The demo- 
cratic members were reminded of the 
vital mistake of the party in the 
Forty-Fourth congress in admitting 
Colorado for the purpose of giving 
Patterson, the democratic contestant, 
a seat in the House, and on the as- 
surance that the state would hence- 
forth bo democratic.

An Ordinance in Relation to Rail- 
roads. 


SUCTION 1. lit il onlaiiml bu tin, City Council 


nf tftc city i)f Decatur, Tlml it stoiill Ito uulawittl 
tor any railroad t oinpany or corporatiun, con- 
ductor, engineer, ugCul or diner employe of 
any such railroad company or corporation or 
other pi-rson uianagliiH; or controlling any 
locomotive oiiRine, car ortruin upon any rail- 
road track \vitliiu the corporate ttnilis of Biiiil 
city of Dccntur,to drive, propel or rim any 
passenger train within tho limits of snid city at 
u greater rato of speed than ten miles nor 
DOUI-, or to drive, propel or run within siiid 
limits any locomotive engine, cnr or train, 
other than a passenger tiuin, at a greater nito 
of speed thun six miles per hour, or in any 
manner to obstruct the travel or passage along1 
any sidewalk or ptreet of said cit> by ijiuciu jr or 
leaving upon, along or across any Kueh sidc1- 
walk or street any truck, locomotive engine,car 
or train of curs or any material or thing: what- 
soever for n longer period than ti n minutes ut 
liny one time, and immediately tacrunlter. for 
Ihe full period of ten minutes, sueh sidcwallc 
or street bhaJl not be a#*nia obstructed.
